£9 tus, from the firm of Wheeler & Ca, 
Poplar, He had worn the suit about 
a doven times, and when he came to 
Hongkong in Angust he sent it te the 
defendants’ agent, Cassum Atimed, to be 
dry cleaned, Wheu he got it back, the 
ovat was torn and shrunk. 

Plaintiff put on the coat in Court and 
his Lordship remarked that it could 
scarcely be cilled a goud-fitting cvat now, 

Plainuff added that the coat fitted him 
perfectiy befure it went to be cleaned. 

The gloves were passed up for inspeo- 
tion, and his Lerdship remarked that be 
had bought many new gloves Lhat seemed 
like that. He further added that they 
did not seem clean. He really did not. 
kgow much about gloves, and plaintiff 
would have Lo call an expert to testify 
to their condition. 

Mr. Gardiner said that he proposed tu 
call an expert. As a matter of tact, the 
plaintiff was an expert. 

In reply to his Lordship, plaintiff said 
that tho gloves were not clean and that 
the coat had been washed and not cleaned.

Mr. d'Alnada replied that they had 
agreed on the price uf uw suit, but now 
that plaintiff admitted that the coat could 
be mutched they bad to sec about the 
price of a coat. 7 

Mr. Paul Ayock, of the Eastern Dyeing 
and Dry Cleaning Co., guve evidence a8 
an expert. He said that the coat did 
nat seem to be dry cleaned. If it had 
been dry cleaned. there would have been 
a slight smell of benzine. There now 
seemed to be the nasty smell of soup, 

Mr. Mak Fouk, of the defendant firm, 
said he reocived the coat in question in 
July last. There were white spote and 
mud on the shoulders, and the cuat waa 
damp. After hanging it up to dry, and 
using ammonia to take out the white 
spots, he told his aesistant tw put the 
cout into a trough of benzine, then 
syuceze it vut, put it to dry and iron it. 
The coat wag well aired before it was sent 
to his agent. Defendant had been doin, 
business for ten years and produced 
numerous certificates. 

Mr. Gardiner remarked that the coat 
in question wag aleo a, certificate. 

Defendant denied that he had used soap 
and water to clean the coat,

The Government's intention is to im- 
mediately substantially advance the pay 
of the Armies of Occupation and give 
good facilities for leave. 

Thirty thousand men are now being 
domobilised daily, compared with 8,000 'a 
fortnight ago, while the rate of demobili- 
sation will shortly be 40,000 daily. 

Obviously, if this process is continued 
for two months we should be left with- 
out an organised body of disciplined 
troops in any part of the world in which 
we are involved. To build up the. old 
voluntary army will take at least” the 
greater part of 1919, and before any great 
volume of volunteering can be expected it 
is necessary that the rates of pay should 
be made attractive and that a large num- 
bers of soldiers should have beon released 
from the Army and uble to oxercise a {reo 
choice regarding re-enlisting. : 

We are thus confronted with the cer- 
tainty of an utter gap between the gre:
